1, Kindly report to the Dean the exact number of students who will 
be given grades in each course, in order that he may hand you the 
requisite number of cards on which to make the reports. 


2, Reports should be made on students completing the work, and on 
no others. 

a. Those registered as students who have failed to complete 
all the work required and fail to take the examination 
should be considered auditors. No reports should be made 
on such, 


Students who have failed to do all the work but who take 
the examination should receive grades, failures if 
necessary. 


No reports should be made on auditors. 


Any puzzling cases should be discussed invidvidually with 
the Dean. 


Please hand the Dean a list of the auditors in each 
course who have been reasonably regular in attendance, 

so far as you know them. Such people sometimes ask 

for letters stating they have been in attendance. 

Do not give yourselves any trouble in this matter; report 
only such people as wore regularly enrolled as auditorg.
